Mr. Alberger: As general manager of the street car service of the whole 
East Bay section you are not only an official of a great corporation and ‘ac- 
countable to it for management, successs, dividends, etc., but you are also a public 
servant, becduse the company you are at the head of is a public service corpora- 
tion, and ‘‘Public Service’’ means just what its name implies. 

In such exalted capacity the public has a right to expect strict honesty dnd 
fairness from you, with no camuaflageof any kind. It expects that, also, from 
the striking carmen and everybody in interest. 

Is it strict honesty and fairness for you to state in the newspapers that the 
carmen were under contract to your company to accept arbitration of any 
differences and refused do so, when you know that at the time the carmen 
refused arbitration their contract with your company had expired and they had 
no contract with you of anybody else? You cannot gain the confidence and 
respect of the people unless absolutely straightforward. Such statements tend 
to mislead those who are ignorant of the real fact, and this is no time for mis- 
leading on the part of anybody- 

If you wanted arbitration, as you say, why did you not offer it during the 
thirty days’ notice given prior to the strike, and not wait until the men’s con- 
tract had expired and they had quit? 

Last night there was a meeting called by the City Government of Oakland, 
asking your company, ropresetitatives of the carmen, officiads and prominent 
citizens to be present and confer, with:a view of bringing about arbitration. The 
officials of the City of Oakland were there; many prominent interests were 
represented there; representatives of the carmn were there; but neither you or 
any representative of your company showed up. Why? You say you want 
arbitration—why were you not there to get it?
